ULY will be a month of big news—import- 


ant happenings, also those less important 


events that are more interesting. You can bank 
cafely on this. No witchcraft is involved in the 
forecast. It will be the inevitable reaction from 
{he null, uneventful conditions throughout the • 


v,-orld—which you have noticed lately in read- 
ing the newspapers. News has been "running 
i;iiiet," very little "breaking" except routine 
events. So quiet, in fact, that even editorial 
writer?—who usually find no difficulty in say- 
ing much about nothing—have been hard put 
to it for something to comment about. When 
born newspaper men observe the news running 
into a slump like this, they begin to sniff the 
air. Instinct tells them that a wave of big news 
is about to "break." This instinct is so highly 
developed in some newspaper men that occa- 
sionally, when things are dullest, they sudden- 
ly get a premonition that something important 
is on the verge of happening. Then they sit 
tensely, watching the telephone and telegraph. 


News runs in waves. It's either a feast or a 


famine. A long, dull streak always is followed 
by such a congested and sudden outburst of 
events that the big problem becomes one of 
elimination—determining the 50 best bets out 
of 100 good ones. 
Y'ou have observed these 


waves in the past—crime waves, suicide waves, 
the recent wave of brokerage house failures, 
etc. The impending wave of news may arrive 
before July—any hour. 


Mysterious undercurrents are constantly 


at work all through man's civilization and in 
what psychologists call the social mind, or 
com- 


posite brain of the masses. Life is an endless 
. cycle of action and reaction. The highest prices 
come just before the panic and smash. 
The 


dullest existence is on the eve of exhilarating 
excitement. The blackest hour is just before 
dawn. The hour of contentment and bliss pre- 
cedes monotony. All this is part of the wise 
scheme of things—contrast—without 
which, 


life would be dull and boresome. The ocean tide 
runs out just so far, then it turns and starts 
back, so on forever. 
So too, with the mental 


and emotional tides that pulsate through hu- 
manity. Confidence, like pride, cometh before 
the fall. Discouragement is the forerunner of 
better things.

The right to strike is of the 
essence of human liberty. America must not 
compel men to work. Should it do so, Wash- 
ington and Lincoln would have lived and died 
in vain.

Strike Liability 


IE FEDERAL supreme court holds that 
1 unincorporated unions can be sued for 
strike damage. This is an old bone of conten- 
tion. A rehearing is asked. Meanwhile union 
heads propose to establish headquarters in 
Canada to escape the decision. The ruling is a 
serious blow to union labor. It makes union 
funds subject to levy. Strikes are accompanied 
by bitterness. Individual union men may resort 
to violence beyond the control of union au- 
thority. Strike sympathizers may cause dam- 
age for which union men would be held respon- 
sible. Almost every protracted strike would 
result in suits against the 
unions. National 


union leaders who had accumulated 
means 


would find their personal fortunes jeopardiz- 
ed. That many suits would result from con- 
spiracy and that the union would be put upon 
the defensive everywhere almost goes without 
saying. In all probability unlimited freedom 
°f suit against unions would eventually bank- 
rupt them. Union men would not long pay dues 
to be absorbed in the settlement of damage suits 
filed by their employers. 
Candid speculation 


can hardly escape the conclusion that this de- 
cision is the most vital in the recent history of 
organized labor. 


On the other hand, it must be admitted that 


membership in a union should not operate to 
save any man from the consequences of his 
illegal acts. 
In some of the rougher trades, 


union official authority has encouraged or wink- 
ed at violence. Action against the individual 
has always been possible, but the right to sue 
a man who has no means is no protection to 
those who suffer from industrial violence. Per- 
haps a decision that in cases v.-herein damage 
by violence can be traced by evidence to official 
union responsibility would theoretically cover
